Washington, Fi b. 21.— A bitter con­ 
troversy over title to land In Minne­ 
sota between claimants under the con­ 
gressional land grant to the Northern 
Pacific Railroad company and claim­ 
ants under the timber and stone act I 
was decided by the supreme court o f1 
the United States in favor of the rail­ 
road claimants. 
The controversy had its origin in 
the dispute as to whether the eastern 
terminus of the Northern Pacific was 
at Duluth. Minn., or Ashland, Wis. j 
The interior d* partment decided it i 
was Duluth and conceded selections 
of land the railroad had made east of 
Duluth under the land grant acts. 
When the supreme court determine d 
the terminus was at Ashland the inte­ 
rior department reconsidered the for-j 
mer cancellation and awarded to the! 
road the land previously selected by 
it despite the fact that individuals 
claimed it. 
Richard B. Jones made an applica­ 
tion for one parcel of land under (he 
timber and stone act. 
It was accept-1 
ed by the government, but the land 
wa* afterwards awarded to Frederic k 
Weyerhaeuser and John A. Humbird, 
who claimed it under the railroad 
grant. 
Herbert II. Hoyt succeeded to 
Jones’ rights and brought the present 
proceedings. 


Other Important Decisions. 


Not for years have so many far­ 
reaching principles relating to inter­ 
state commerce I* en approved by the 
supreme court of the United States. 
Decisions 
on a number of 
difficult 
questions 
were 
announced, 
among 
them these: 
That the passenger has no right to 
buy tickets with services, advertising, 
releases or property, nor can the rail­ 
road company buy services, advertis­ 
ing, releases or property with trans­ 
portation. 
That a state law regulating the size 
of crews on trains within the state is 
not an obstruction to interstate com­ 
merce but is rather enacted in aid of 
interstate 
commerce, 
and 
may 
be 
passed by a state for the public safe ty, j 
That the supreme court will review’ 
the validity of an order of the inter-! 
state 
commerce 
commission 
even 
though the two-year limitation on the 
lift of the order has expired. 
That a railway system may not es­ 
cape regulation as an instrument of 
interstate commerce because one of 
its constituent parts is a wharfage 
company and its dominating power 
over the wharfage company rests iii 
the fact that it is a holding company. 
That the interstate commerce com­ 
mission docs not possess the power lo 
reduce a rate as “ unjust and unrea­ 
sonable” merely because the rate is in­ 
equitable under some circumstances, 
as in cases where railroads induce 
shippers to enter a field by offering 
rates so low as to be unremunerative 
and later increase the rates.

Columbus, O., Feb. 21.—Ailing un­ 
der the provisions of the Valentine 
anti trust law Attorney General Hogan 
Instituted quo warranto qroceedings 
in the circuit court to oust from the 
state the Hocking Valley, the Kana­ 
wha and Michigan, the Zanesville and 
Western, the Tol«*do and Ohio Central, 
the Lake Shore and Michigan South­ 
ern and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad companies. 
Excepting the Chesapeake and Ohio 
all the roads are Ohio corporations 
Their dissolution is asked and also 
the appointment of trustees to wind 
j up their affairs. 
In the case of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio its exclusion 
from tile state is petitioned. 
In two collateral suits in quo war­ 
ren to Hggan seeks to test the right of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio and the 
Lake Shore to hold the stock of the 
smaller lines, which are alleged to bl­ 
under thi ir control and management. 
Pending a decision of this question 
on its merits a temporary restraining 
order is asked enjoining the stock so 
owned from being voted. 
In the main suit against the five I

by the carrying companies.

Washington, Feb. 21.— Persons In 
Northwestern states, who have been 
denied permission to proceed against 
the government on account of Indian 
depredations because of the fact they 
were not citizens at the time the 
depredations 
were 
committed, 
are 
cared for in a bill reported from the 
house committee on Indian affairs by 
Representative Miller of Minnesota. 
The bill proposes to admit to the 
court of claims, for adjustment, claims 
amounting in the aggregate to $500,- 
000. 
Under the present law only citi­ 
zens of the United States are entitled 
to 
proceed 
to collect for property 
damaged or lost incident to depreda­ 
tions by Indians. 
This means that 
aliens who have settled in this coun­ 
try for the purpose of acquiring citi­ 
zenship, but who had not acquired it 
at the time they suffered by depreda­ 
tion of the Indians, have no status 
before the court.

tau stic Soda Used to Destroy W orn 
O u t French Currency. 
Everybody 
knows 
th at 
w ornout 
banknotes in this country are d estro y ­ 
ed by m aceration at the treasury de­ 
partm ent, but th e m ann er in which the 
notes of tile Hank of France are de­ 
stroyed is probably not so well known. 
At the head office of the Bank of 
F ra n c e there is a perm anent tribunal 
before which ab doubtful 
paper is 
brought. 
T he tribunal w rites “uuule" 
on the faces of the banknotes. 
The 
Judgm ent 
is 
countersigned 
by 
the 
treasurer, and they are taken to tile 
cellars in w hich tile printing office is 
situated. 
In the presence of the h ank ’s 
official they are brought out for a n ­ 
nihilation. 
D istributed one by one into 
baskets, the condem ned notes are em p­ 
tied into a g reat cylinder half tilled 
with w ater an d caustic soda. 
T he orifice of the cylinder is then 
locked and set in motion. 
It tu rn s for 
tw o days, at the end of which tim e 
the officials who presided at tile be­ 
ginning of tin* operation return to w it­ 
ness tile end of the notes. 
F a m ish e d w ith a long spoon, a w ork­ 
m an th ru sts into the dep ths of tile 
cylinder and w ith d raw s a thick, ste a m ­ 
ing liquid, which he pours into a thin 
basin. 
A nother w orkm an approaches 
w ith a sim ilar spoon, with which he 
stirs the stuff around to m ake sure 
riot a rem n ant lins been left of the 
notes. 
When tile banknote soup lins 
been reduced to paste it is sold for .$1 
a hundred kilos, a bout 200 pounds, al­ 
though tin* paper at one tim e cost $5 
for tw o pounds.—W ashington H erald.
